worked previously for the DBA intelligence servlos, but at that 
time he was working for the German intelligence servioe." A . 
name trace on DEBAR should reveal his previous Amerloan oonneotioi 
and we are querying ZIPPER abdut Jbheir relations with this t&BAR 
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who, we hope, Is not Ideation! with the notorious Czech of 
the same alias or 7-14186, dropped on 1 June 1950 fron the 
ZIPPER payroll.

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11 February 1951. 
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I arrived in Vienna from Brctirlavs '»!’ter the ooc-runiat 
revolution in 068, ob t^e end of the month of February 1948. 

At Vienna I stayed a t J. &vgnllcpv^B , an acquaintance of mine 
who ia now in Australia. Zvonikov wen* a t Ujgorod to high 
school together with my brother and I h.ve known him since 
then. Zvonikov did not advise me to proceed anywhere further 
feet but recommended to join the Ozecb ^roup of Oenerel Prhala 
1th whom he had connections and whom he had known since his 
sojourn at Ujgorod. I agreed, and some time later Zvonlkov 
introduced me to people taking part in the Szeoh Rnti-odmaun- ^ 
1st movement as, for instance, to professor Frantishek 8FIQOUT 
(Wien 18, Anton Fransegasse 8), student of medicin e Ftw ^JCTitt(>» 
_7I0H, ISO employee hr. Sohneeberg eto. Vy work among ffcht 
group was to oolleot various information from refugees from 
0S8 and to transmit it to fmaior/giSoB BR. general 9rhala t a de- 
puty in Austria. Others diJHhe same. Besides, our task. was 
. to help refugees fros 08R materially. Ve did not possess any- 
th in, c but suooeeded in getting tinned food from the Horvedsm 
Relief Oro&nloatlon For Refugees and distributed it first in 
the Kollingacse, then in the Gien rienergaase (OVP) and, at 
lar.t in the Alberbntrobe 4;>. During the tinned food distribut- 
ion the refugees v/ere also registered and transported across 
the demarcation line.' 

Work with major Taborek yielded practically no desirable 
r°nults for be ,;ive almost no means for that purpose. On the 
contrary, be ordered to send him tinned food to Bad Ausoee 
v.-vr>re he v/as living.

I returned to Vienna again on the 16th October 19^8. 

Here I must mention Otto^iohlein (Fetrsalka, Husova ul« 
32, OCR), an acquaintance of mine, whose acquaintance I made 
at Bratislava and .with whom I used to smuggle sacobarlns from 
Bratislava to Austria before my flight from OSS. Yiohleln used 
to oome to Vienna and Z introduced him to Zvonikov, prof* Shl- 
gout, Klimovich and others. 

After my return from work to Vienna ? met Wiebleln and 
he offered me 2000 Shilllngsif I would bring him across the 
boundary to 08B, take over merchandise that would be there end 
bring it to Vienna. I agreed* On the way, when we were going 
by railroad, he persuaded me to oall at Petrlalka saying that 
the way must be 100$ safe for he had connections with the gen- 
daxmery, that a motor oar would be waiting for him at the bound- 
ary, end a civil servant bribed by him would bo sitting in the 
oar, and that he would bring us quite safely through all sort 
of control. 

that offer did not appear euaplqioua to me for Z bad known 
Wiohlein as an enterprising man who had connections with gan- 
darmery and revenue officers, especially for Z had made use of 
these Wiohlein’d connections previously. 

Further Wichlein told me, should no motor car be at the 
foreappolnted place, or should not the car description answer 
that given by him, I oould return. The mator car was to wait 
100 meters before the frontier watoh house "Berg" and the doors 
on the sides toward the field were to be open. The oar was to 
be a yellow painted "Shkoda-fudor". 

He ’:ent across the field 6 from Gainburk and oame to the 
frontier near the plaoe where the car was waiting. Having oome 
closer I satisfied myself that the oar deccolutlon, as well as 
everything Wiohlein had told ao previously, corresponds to the 
reality and after that both ox* us entered tir* oar at the wheel 
ox* which a driver was sitting. Then the driver turned the oar 
in the direction of Bratislava and few minuter later a man - in 










a leather coat oame from cho mtier w.v ..nice and took 
place ut the driver’s side* • car v;»r t the direction of 
Bratislava. * 

During the ride V/ichlein told ma/i' proxim*. tely the follow- 
ing: I ahould be able bo earn very mnc!: money have on un- 
limited i<ossibility of smu^glin,; if/l n cl 'nr or and prudent. 
That man in the coat was ! cup tain' TIHT Trom the ministry of In- 
terior \r.J he, Wichlein, had been coami:.i;ionftd to bring me 
from Vienna under any excuse. He guaranteed that nothing bad 
would happen to me if I accepted Tihy's propo-al and he, Wich- 
lein, edvised me bo do so. 

In the meantime the car stopped at Petrznlka in the Sht<s- 
fanik Cfcreet. The driver and I left the car and waited at the 
side* Some time later Wichlein called me to captain Tihy who 
told me it was late and I was surely very muck tired. Wow I 
mast go and have a good sleep and next day he would oome and • 
take me to Bratislava. Further he 'said shortly that he had been 
Interested in me since long ago and asked whether 1 would agree 
to inform him about the anbi-comuunist organisations at Vienna. 
X would have great pdssiWllitles in return and tiohlein would 
tell me more about that at hone. After that we took leave. 

Wlohlein told me at home that he had been eaught smuggling 
on the frontier and put Into position 'either to go into a con- 
centration oaop, or to oonneot himself with emigrants* Wloh- 
lein had a wife and 2 children, therefore he aooepted the sec- 
ond. During the tine 1 was working Wlohlein called at Zvoni- 
kov*e several times and carried Shigout'a and Klimovich's 
letters from Austria to QgB. Date* he was ordered to find some- 
body living at Vienna permanently who could be able to watoh 
the Czech emigrants. He himself could not watoh beoeuse he oame 
to Vienna onoe a week and for one day only. Therefore he decid- 
ed to engage me and told it captain Tihy , of ter which he was 
ordered to fetoh me at any prloe to Bratislava. He oam twioe 
for that purpose to Vienna, but I was not there. 

Next morning oaptaln Tihy oame and took me to Bratislava. 
There he went into the building of the Ministry of Interior 
and I waited for him on the quay. Some time later oaptaln Tihy 
oame baok, returned me my Austrian documents that he had taken 
on the previous day and as^ed whether I agreed to work under 






him* When I had aaid that I agreed* ooi * 'tin Tihy uoted my per- 
sonal data* as well as data referring to aj acquaintance and 
relatives in OSH. further he told me that my work waa very 
serious* that one nay not carry it out light-mindedly, and 
that in case of my treason I should he sorry that ay mother 
had born me* After that he told me the telephone Wo .9538 and 
Ministry of Interior, extension 499* and my Ho *35* He explain- 
ed In what he was interested at Vienna and told that our next 
meeting would take place at Vienna one week later on Tuesday* 

He would come himself to our next meeting or he would send 
somebody else* X must be waiting in the beginning of the Pen- 
sigerstreSe holding the "Wiener Kurier" in my left hand* He 
made a note of my duties and gave it me. He gave ne 400 Shill- 
ings and 10000 Oseoh Grown to purchase saoqharine. In the eve- 
ning the motor oar brought me and Wiobleln to the frontier, we 
erossed it and next day we arrived in Vienna. It is .necessary 
to motion this time Wlohlein spent two days at Vienna and 
literally did not lose sight of ms* 

Ky main task was information about general Prhala'm group, 
late* I gave the not* give*; me by esptain Why to Prof* Shigeut 
who was working with the British then* 

X think it is necessary to mention here that Wlohlein had 
started his trips from 081 to Vienna und back already 3 months 
before that, he has oarried divers letters to GSB, as well am 
reports to Tihy. I discussed my first report with Wlohlein and 
wrote it thus that it did not differ essentially from inform- 
ation given by Wlohlein previously. 

After my meeting with captain Tihy at Vienna, to wbioh.he 
came personally. £ told everything about it to Zvonikov and we 
went together to prof. Shigout to discuss what to do next. X 
told them also about the new instructions received from captain 
Tihy after our meeting at Vienna. Captain Tihy*s Instructions 
wore us follows* first of all to liquidate Zvonikov, 8higout 
end Klimovich. After that, when I have taken Zvonikov* s place, 
to summon major Taborek to Vienna under any excuse and also to 
li luidate him there. The liquidation had to be such that they 
should be brought from Vienna to OSH and tried there. Before 
that a parcel containing a bomb that should explode when the 
parcel would be being opened had to be tent to general Prhala 
as thoutjh by major Taborek. 
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After the liquidation of general X: .ala's group I had l \ 
receive a position in the diplomatic service of OSB or in some 
industrial enterprise as representative in cone foreign oountxr-- 
with the possibility of snuggling oocsine eto» 

After the conference at prof. Shlgout' s it was deoided to 
tell nobody anything about it, especially not to 010, lest it 
became generally known. It seemed to ne that the reason wan 
that prof. Shlgout was on vexy bad terns with Dr. Grimm who was 
in charge of Qsech affairs in CIO and Shlgout wanted to pass 
che whole affair to the British. Further we deoided that we 
should write all reports together and that the people belong- 
ing to conspiring organisations in OSB and to whoa Wicbleln 
had carried letters from here must be warned. Further we de- 
oided that Shlgout would Inform the British about the above 
and that when they would oome from Bratislava to kidnap any- 
body, first of all Zvonikov, they would be arrested here. In 
the meantime Zvonikov should bring his wife and child from 
OSB to Vienna and leave Vienna later together with them. 

But the reports f oompUai together with Zvonikov were 
carried to Bratislava by Viohleln during that time* 

Minutes regarding sill that has been mentioned Above are 
in possession of the British (IBS, III District) where all 
files connected with registration, tinned food distribution, 
copies of reports sent to major laborek eto. are also.

My work for captain Tihy was carried out under these oir- § 
oumstances.

During ay second trip to Bratislava - I went in a rubber | 
boat from ffolfatal - the following happened. g 

Approximately two or three weeks before that Zvonikov ne- % 
go tic. ted with a certain Herman In my presence about the trans- ^ 
porta tion of his wife and child to Vienna. Herman agreed and ; 
departed. Later we were informed that Herman robbed Mrs. Zvo- : :'‘- 
nikov near the frontier and ran away. '«•: 

After his arrival in Brut in lava captain Tihy brought me 
to his .rivate eppartraent in the Poneneka Street in the house 
next to the protaftfc6.it ohuroh and after « general conversation 
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asked an whether I knew a at tain Hero i 'ho had been appre- 
hended at Brno recently. I u^wered I » . heard that nnae hut 
was not acquainted with him oersonolly. *fter that he did not 
ask me about Herman anymore. In the evening he brought me to 
Petrznlka and, later, to the frontier. Taking leave he said 
that I was credited with 50 000 Ozaoh Groms deposited with 
him for my reports. That was my last meeting with captain Tihy 
About o woek later Wiohleln came again and said that I should 
prepare everything for the liquidation of Zvonikov, for next 
day flantain Tihy with a whole group of people had to arrive for 
the liiuidation - kidnapping. I told it Zvonikov. All preparat- 
ions to arrest the whole oompony of captain Tihy were made 
but nobody arrived. After that Shigout used to tell that the 
British lid not believe in all the above and that it had been 
invent o 1 in order to ralce the prestige of the croup or mine 
own. 

Wiohleln waited one day more at Vienna and after that re- 
turned to Bratislava. Later Wiohleln oame enoe more and called 
on me in the Albertstr. 43 saying that he must tell me some- 
thing Important. We walked in the direction of tike Karlsplata 
and when be told me that a motor ear was waiting for me at the 
Karlplsts I jumped Into a street oar and ran away. Since than 
I have not seen Wiohleln anymore. Zvonikov was sufamaned to QIC 
I was nlao summoned there twice. I told everything there (Dr. 
Herbert Grimm). I got the impression that they had not taken 
it reriou' ly, maybe beoause the Czech working «t 03X5 (Klimovich 
said Voiely) had their own a tcounts with ihi tout and Zvonikov 
to bo ret bled . Later I heard thot Dr. Griun euf^ected Shigout 
to hov) hu-J come relations to the soviet. 0 and o>lleoted mater- 
. irl n.--inot fclrt. Recently I learned that tfi'irtout was employed 
j;by ttSLi -it Koine! burg La the capacity of a commercial director 
1 of e . soviet onterprioe and v/ae an Austrian citizen.

I know that, with Urban's help, Zvonikov has 
arranged the flight of three employees of the Oseohoslovak con- 
sulate at Vienna - Belie, Goloubar and one more whose naae I 
do not recollect. 

Urban financed that affair, but Zvonikov passed Over tbs--, 
men to Nr. Levingstone* After Urban had quarelled with Zvonlhcv 
owing to it urban came to me and offered me work. He offered as 
500 Shillings monthly as starting salary and identity cards at 
mr disposal that, of course, I could sell. Urban wanted to have 
connections with the 08&. As Urban himself told me, he had work- 
ed previously for the USA intelligence servlet, hut at that tin* 
he was working for the, OeftM* intelligence serv4|pi^ 

After Z had learned As though "SR" would not work tagmore, 

I called on Urban and offered to supply him with soviet mater- 
ials, At that oooaslan Z gave him a little Information and « 
few newspapers. I received 400 Shillings for It from Mm. Be- 
sides, Hr. Urban promised to give me A or 5 Austrian i Identity- 
cards each month. 



After that Ur. Urban went West for a week and promised to 
bring ne new conditions of work after hi6 return.
